AN ADDRESS 


To Dr. Cuarty, Professor of Theology in Water- 
vile College. 


Dear Sir; In reading; a few days since, your 
Sermon, delivered Nov. 19th, 1825, at the Dedica- 
tion of the Baptist Meeting House in Winthrop, 
Me, my attention was particularly arrested by the 
following contrast between the two covenants, on 
pp. 20—21. 

“ Gospel worship rests upon a better covenant, 
established upon better promises. In the epistle 
to the {lebrews the Apostle in several points pre- 
sents the contrast between the two covenants.— 
The old covenant was promulgated from Sinai by 
the terrific voice of the trumpet of heaven, breath- 
ing at every blast nothing but indignation and 
wrath, tribulation and anguish, upon every soul of 
nan that doeth evil. But the new covenant was 
published from Zion in notes of mercy, sweet as 
angels use. The old was faulty :—the new is per- 
fect. ‘The old was temporary—the new is eternal. 
The precepts of the old were graven upon stone— 
hut the precepts of the new are written upon the 
heart. ‘The old governed by its external sanctions, 
but the new by its internal power. fhe old was 
administered by the principles of law, but the new 
by the principles of grace. In the old the promis- 
es were conditional, but in the new, they are all! in 
Christ yea and amen. The law said “Ii ye will 
walk in my statutes, and keep my commandments 
and do them——then f will walk among you and will 
be your God, and ye shall be my people.” But in 
the new covenant conditionality and uncertainty 
are removed, and God undertakes for our becom- 
‘ng his people as well as for his becoming our God. 
Tue commands of the old covenant are in the new 
‘turned into promises. The law says ; “ Make you 
anew heart and a new spirit, for why will ye die 2” 
But the gospel says, “ A new heart also will I 
give you, and a new spirit will I put within you, 
aud cause you to walk in my statutes, and ye shall 
ve my people and I will be your God.” :

But how great, dear Sir, was the astonishment f 
felt, when it occurred to my mind that I had been 
several times informed, and as I thought by credi- 
ble witnesses, that you profess a belief in a full and 
impartial provision made in the gospel, for the sal- 
vation of allmen. ‘That you preach this full pro- 
vision in your public ministerial labors, and of 
course, teach it in the theological branch of your 
college. I know indeed, that some of the young 
ministering servants, who go out of your school, 
with your approbation to labor abroad, hold up this 
full provision of the gospel, so that the gospel of 


Nay, you were particular to state that“ in the new 
covenant conditionality and uncertainty are reinoy- 
ed 3” and “ the commands of the old covenant are 
in the new, turned into promises.” 

Upon a careful consideration of your sentiment, 
which I have quoted, and admitting it to be correct, 
I find myself unable to avoid adinitting one of the 
three following conclusions. Lither 

Ist. The promises ofthe gospel will fail. (But this 
you will notadmit ; for you believe that in the gos- 
pel, all “ uncertainty” as weli as “ conditionality” 
is removed. “ God undertakes,’ &e. You will 
not admit that God will fail of accomplishing his 
undertakings )—Or, 

21. God has made no provision tn the gospel for 
the salvation of ail men. (But Lam informed that 
you publickly teach that he has)—Or, 

3. All men will finally be saved. ‘That is, they 
will be blessed with new hearts and become the 





salvation may with propriety be preached to every 
creature without exception, and that they may all 
be assured in sincerity, that there is provision made | 
for them in the gospel. ‘That God does all on his 
part which is necessary for the salvation of tie 
whole world. Such is the sentiment, ir, whieh I 
understand that you hold forth ; and yet maintain 
that the certain lot of a large portion of your fellow 
beings is to be an eternity of sin and condemnation. 
After all this occurred to my mind, I went back to 
your language which is quoted above, and inguir- 
ed—Ifthe character of ‘2 gospel is such as is here 
represented, what: provision does it make for those 
to wliom it never engages to give a new heart,and 
to make them his people ? None, was the only 
word that my mind could get hold ot; as the .prop- 
er answer. I then reviewed the language of your 
sermon, to see whether it would not admit of a dil- 
ferent construction from what I first put upon it. 
Might you not mean that God would adept men as 
his people on condiiion they would first make unto 
themselves new hearts, and thereby become fit to 
be his people? And that the gospel provides a way 
tor all, one as much as another, to obtain for them- 
selves new hearts, on which condition they may all, 
one as well as another, be adopted as God’s peo- 
Might not this 
be your meaning 2? E inquired, and so the idea be

Might 
you not mean that God has engaged for all men, 
without partiality, to give them new hearts on co.- 
dition that their old hearts will first do some ac- 
ceptable acts, to dispose God to create them auew ? 
So that notwithstanding God bas made equal pro-

happy people of God, For, according to your 
statements, the gospel contemplates no way tor 
men to be saved, but by baving a new and holy 
heart; neither does it provide any way for their 
having a new heart, but by the Saviow’s giviug i, 
or putting it within then: 

Seeing then, there is no way provided for any to 
be saved but by a new heart and a right spirit be- 
ing given them, if God has provided a way for the 
salvation of all, my third conclusion must, as Leon 
ceive, follow of course. 

You will discover that this is leading me into the 
doctrine of the final holiness and happiness of all 
men. But if God has in the new covenant made 
provision for such a glorious and extensive salya 
tion. and this covenant, Which is, * without partial- 
ity.” is also without “uncertainty,” and “ coudition 
alitv’—so iris. IT have honestly thought such a 
doctrine to be false and dangerous, and so have 
fought against it. But as b see it to be the willand 
counsel of God, “ according to his good pleasure 
which he hath purposed in himsell,” Ff find my 
weapons of opposition taken from me, and fect 
willing to receive it. And [verily feel that a hope 
for such a glorious triumph of the blessed Saviour, 
to the complete destruction ofall sin, and the e 
tablishment of the reign of righteousness in every 
heart, is the bread of life to the soul—that it tills 
an aching void, and gratifies the benevolent desires, 
which nothing else can do. It does not now ap 
pear, as I once thought, to be pleasing to a carnal 
mind: amind whieh is enmity against God, aid 
hates his neighbor; for, how can a mind be ted 
with a hope for the destruction of that, which 
loves, the happiness of those ws hom it hates, and 
the universal prevalence of that, for which it has 
no relish 2. Indeed, how ean such a mind trherd 
such a hope 2? No; this hope appears truly pleas 
ing to the heavenly mind, whici hates sin, loves 
holiness. and loves his neighbor as himself, it ie 
consonant to that holy spirit oflove which I see 
rising like incense fromm the heart of all praying 
saints. And when Eread such sentiments on the 
new covenant, as | have just been reading, froin a 
person of your reputed learning and piety, express:

A neighbor, in whose veracity we can safely 
confide, has put into our hands “the Copy ofa 
blank deed,” as he calls it, “written by cunning 
men;’ which appears to be the legal form and 
manner of selling and conveying Pews in the 
“Third Congregational Meeling-house, in Portland, 
formerly known by the name of the Chapel Con- 
gregational Meeting-house.” As we have no dis- 
sition to intermeddle with the concerns and dea-

ings of other denominations, any further than we 
are urged by a sense of duty towards those who 
are able to be ensnared by the ingenious plots 
that are laid for them, we shall simply present such 
extracts as will give the leading features of that 
instrument of conveyance, and succeed them with 
afew brief and useful remarks. The sole proprie- 
tors of the House, five respectable members of Dr. 
Payson’s Church, “do grant, bargain, sell and 
convey tue free use and occupation of Pew num- 
bered,” &e. “upon” certain “ conditions,” among 
which are he tfollowing, viz. : 

“Tt. That the taxes hereafter assessed on said 

Pew, shall be paid by” the purchaser, &c. “wheth- 
er he oceupy it or not,” “5. That the House in 
Which said Pew is situated, shall be restricted to 
tie use of the Congregational Orthodor Church 
and minisiry. And that it may be fully under- 
stood what Is hereby intended by the term Ortho- 
; sf . . 
Cox, We mean the general system of doctrincs ex- 
pressed in the “ Westminster Assemb!y’s Shorter 
Catechism,” and in the Confession of Faith owned 
ay . 
and consented to by the Elders and Messengers of 
the Churches, assembled at Boston, May 12th, A.

she above language is so explicit, that it would 


Appear next to. impossible, that any discerning 


man should be deceived by it. Those who have 
the temerity to purchase these “ Deeds,” as they 
are called, (but, which are nothing more than 
Leases of pews as long as the possessor pays his 
taxes for hearing the doctrine ofelection & reproba- 
tion, as expressed in the Catechism,) will have no 
just grounds of complaint. They cannot pretend 
that they made the purchase with the expectation 
that they could dispose of the pews in such a man- 
ner, as to make the buyers of them the independent 
owners of the property ; forthe same instrument by 
witich they have “the free use and occupancy of the 
pew,” contains “express restrictions & conditions,” 
which forever debar the sale of the same, whether 
personally, “ at public vendue,” or by “ the socie- 
ty,” excepting under precisely the same restric- 
tions, as they purchased the “ occupancy” of them} 
viz.—to pay the taxes punctually for the support of 
that kind of orthodoxy, which is taught in the 
Westminister Catechism! The matter is “ all cut 
and dried,” for all future time, as long as a “stream 
flows on earth, or atree shades the land ;” and is 
as unalterable, “ as the law of the Medes and Per- 
sians, which changeth not.” F ve individuals have 
decreed what doctrines shall be preached and sup- 
ported in that house, forever, viz. real Calvinisin. 
No allowance is made for their own fallibility, or 
for the change of opinion which may chance to 
take place in those, who shall become the purchas- 
ers of the house. No; although the time should 
arrive, When not an inhabitant of Portland should 
believe in the orthodoxy of the Catechism, the re- 
sult is fixed, viz. these doctrines ust be taught in 
that place, or the house must not be occupied for 
public worship ! Ws 

Now to put the most charitable construction on 
this giving a Lease for a “ Deed,’ we think “ the 
grantors” must have unshaken confidence in their 
own infallibility ; and that those who will under- 
standingly purchase, under such restrictions, are 
disciplined to any kind of religious servility, whick: 
a designing priesthood may have the inhumanity to 
impose. ‘The purchaser does not, in reality, buy a 
pew in the meeting-lhouse ; but simply a right in old 
catechetical orthodoxy ; for possessing which, he is 
to pay such “fares as may be assessed, from time to 
time,” or forfeit “all the privileges and appurtenan- 
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ces thereunto belonging.” Irom such “ bargains 


and covenants”—* Good Lord deliver us.”
